I also want to extend my sincere thanks to the ever increasing 
number of customers throughout the United States, Canada and several 
foreign countries, who have favored me with so many fine orders. And I 
ere atly appreciate the many nice letters I receive each year, telling of 
their satisfaction with the bulbs and their success with them, whether from 
show winnings or just plain enjoyment. May | repeat that I like to think 
of all these people as friends and fellow hobbyists, and not just customers, 
for after all | am as much of a hobbyist, as a grower, and enjoy the same 
thrills as my customers and shall strive to continue along this same line, 
and give my customers the same satisfaction | like to have. 
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To those of you who exhibit at the shows, no explanation of the following 
is necessary. Butmany are not interested in exhibiting and do not understand, 
and so for their benefit may I explain that this is the official classification as 
used by most shows, however, 1t can be your guide in making your selections as 
to color and size of florets, just for home use.

For example the number preceding Ruby, is 252. The 200 means that the 
floret size is 200 (florets 214 inches through 3% inches) and the 52 designates that 
its color is deep red.

TERMS, PRICES AND SHIPMENT — Qn all orders for $5.00, or less, cash with 


order — over $5.00, 25% cash with order and balance before shipment. Unless 
full cash or at least 25% deposit accompanies order, or request to be reserved 
the order cannot be booked.

Orders will be accepted for any amount, but due to ereatly increased parcel 
post rates, especially to points outside of the United States, I find it necessary to 
ask that you include in your payments amounts as follows, to help toward paying 
the postage on small orders—25 cents on orders under $5.00 within the United 
States and 50 cents on orders under $10.00 from Canada or other foreign countries. 
On orders for $5.00 or more within the United States or $10.00 or more from other 
countries, transportation will be paid by me when weather will permit shipment by 
parcel post safe from freezing. Parcel post shipments cannot be made safely until 
spring, but if shipment is desired before then, | will ship by express any time you 
wish, charges collect and include additional extras to help in paying such charges. 
Express shipments are guaranteed against damage from freezing, provided you 
notify your local agent immediately as to the damage; but parcel post cannot be 
insured against such loss. As is the custom of all shippers, extras will be included 
in all orders when cash in full accompanies the order. These extras, or overcount 
if you prefer, are based on the size of your order and the larger the order, the 
larger the percentage. If you have ordered from me before, you know about my 
generosity and if you are to place your first order, you will soon be convinced. 

I cannot accept orders for less than the smallest unit quoted. For instance, 
where 2 for 30, one cannot be had for 15. Five bulbs can be had at the 10 rate and 
50 bulblets at the 100 rate only when the price is $1.00 or more per 100. Unless 
price is listed per 10, the per 10 rate does not apply, but only the rate that is 
listed 720 matter how many ordered. 


SUBSTITUTION —A]] stock offered subject to prior sale. I will not substitute erther 
size or variety without you so direct and will refund immediately on any item | 
cannot supply. If you wish substitution, please be sure to indicate your desire by 
using spaces on order blank for that purpose. If you should check substitution for 
both ‘‘nearest size” and “similar color,” | will always substitute the size first, if still 
available. If you care to make a second choice when sending your order, instead 
of leaving selection to me, it would be greatly appreciated. By following these 
suggestions it might save correspondence and also glve you a better substitution 
than could be made after exchange of letters, during which time the best substitute 
might have been sold out. The foregoing is especially applicable to orders for the 
small varieties in many of which the supply is more or less limited. I will always 
make substitutions and ask for your approval before final entry of your order. 


As I am a small grower and will not buy bulbs for resale, but sell only those 
bulbs that | have grown in my own garden (with the exception of the 1953 new 
introductions and several very recent introductions listed along with these for 1953), 
my supply is limited and in some varieties and items very, limited. As will be 
noted, in some varieties my stock is so small that | must limit sales to one or two 
bulbs to a customer. Probably | should not offer these at all, but | know they are 
something many of you would like to get as soon as possible. So in order that 
you may benefit, I will sell a few although I should probably wait another year 
until I increase my stock. The listing of these scarce items proved so popular 
last year that | feel | must repeat it again this year. By selling only these bulbs 
which have been hand dug, cleaned, and graded by myself and properly cured and 
cared for | know I am sending you quality bulbs that should give excellent results. 
In addition to this the bulbs for every order are selected and packed by myself.

My files contain a great number of fine letters commenting on the quality of my 
bulbs. 


BULB SIZE —[ arge size bulbs 114” and up. Medium size 34” up to 14”. Small 
size 14” up to 34”. These measurements being by diameter and not to be confused 
with circumference measurements. Orders are filled and set aside as fast as 
received using the largest bulbs available in the respective sizes when order is 
received. 


BULBLETS — By purchase of bulblets your new additions are purchased at the 
lowest possible cost. You can purchase varieties which you otherwise might con- 
sider too expensive and you will be surprised how quickly a few bulblets will get 
you started. By the purchase of bulblets you should not expect too many blooms 
the first year but many times you are happily surprised. Neither are you going to 
get the size spike you will get from the larger bulb the next year. Even though I 
have just suggested the purchase of bulblets, I feel that I should also give a word 
of caution. If handled properly some varieties will germinate almost 100 per cent, 
while other varieties will germinate a much smaller percentage and therefore it is 
not possible for me to make any guarantee whatsoever as to germination or growth. 
And furthermore not all varieties produce large bulblets and neither is it necessary 
to have large bulblets to get good germination, but they should be good, plump, 
mature ones. I will always send good mature ones and the largest available. In 
my opinion, to get best results they should be pealed or cracked before planting 
and then planted right away before they become dry or hard. | also believe that 
better germination is obtained if not planted until the ground becomes warm 
enough to induce prompt germination. I have a reputation for sending out highest 
quality bulblets. 


GUARANTEE — It is my intention to send out only good, clean, healthy bulbs and 
bulblets and true to name. | make no guarantee as to growth and will in no way 
be responsible for the crop. If upon receipt of bulbs, you find them unsatisfactory, 
return at my expense and I will cheerfully refund the full purchase price. And 
furthermore if you later find any not true to name, I am ready to replace, refund, 
or make adjustment. 


INSPECTION — My gelads have been inspected by the New York State Department 
of Agriculture and Markets and are shipped under its certificate of inspection. 
No. 1852. 


SERVICE — Whether your order is large or small, it will have prompt attention. 
It will be attended to by me personally. If you do not get prompt acknowledgment, 
please notify me at once for either your order or my acknowledgment has yone 
astray. And I always send a card when I make the shipment so that you may know 
it is on the way and so be looking for it. You will find my service is unsurpassed 
by any shipper. 


GIFT CERTIFICATES — Don't forget to take advantage of one of my gift certifi- 
cates. They are just as appropriate for a birthday gift or for any other time as 
they are for Christmas. 


WHOLESALE — Due to my greatly increased sales during the past several years 
and because of the great number of varieties which I grow and that I limit my 
plantings and supply to what I can do myself without help except from Mrs. 
Rogers, I have practically nothing to offer in the way of wholesale this year. 
Consequently | have no wholesale list. If you are interested in larger quantities 
than are listed, and not so large but that I can supply them, you will find that 
these prices with my customary overcount, if you prefer it in place of other extras 
and which is based on a larger percentage for larger orders, will compare quite 
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favorably with ordinary wholesale prices. You should also take into consideration 
that my prices are transportation paid, and not F.O.B. here, when order is large 
enough so that I would be paying this as previously shown. 


ORDER EARLY —On account of my limited supply in some varieties you should 
not delay in placing your order. Even though | have a good stock of a variety this 
also might be sold out early, for like the operation of a store where it often happens 
that many customers want the same item all at once with the result that the cur- 
rent stock is soon exhausted. In the store a new supply can usually be had soon 
but it is not so with my supply of bulbs for I do not buy for resale and so must 
wait for next year’s crop to replenish. Orders will be filled and set aside as fast 
as received. If you are not sure of all you want at one time, send your order for 
what you do know vou want early and add to it later. 


SPECIAL DELIVERY AND AIR MAIL — A special delivery letter will not reach me 


any sooner, and possibly not as soon, as a regular letter but from a distance an 
air-mail letter will get here much quicker. 


OPEN UP YOUR SHIPMENT — |[mmediately upon receipt of your bulbs, unpack 
and open each bag to let the air in, for they need the air at all times. If damp 
on arrival allow to dry off and then quickly put in storage, unless it is time for 
planting. Ideal storage temperature about 40°, but when that is not available, 
make it as cool a place as possible, usually just off cellar bottom in the coldest part 
of your cellar, as | would not store directly on cellar bottom, because of possible 
dampness. By all means do not let them freeze. 


MINIATURE AND SMALL 
FLOWERING VARIETIES 


In this section I am glad to be able to list some fine 1953 introductions, as 
well as a good number of additional varieties of both recent introductions and old 
timers. 

You should be able to find most any color or type you wish to fill your every 
want, be it for exhibition, arrangements, corsages, table decorations, or something 
else. There are intensely ruffled ones, pointed petals, lacinated, face-ups, plain 
petals, and even multipetals. Every variety listed has its usefulness in one scheme 
or another. 

In attending shows during the past several years you have probably observed 
the ever increasing numbers of these small varieties, both in the exhibition and 
arrangement classes, showing their rapidly growing popularity. Many people are 
now beginning to realize how much more appropriate these are for the home, 
especially the small home, than the larger varieties and they are unsurpassed for 
table decorations. | have recently learned that there are those, who up until a short 
time ago would grow only the large exhibition type, and were and still are top 
exhibitors in those classes, and had no use for the small type ones, are now 
growing the little ones for their own home and occassionally slipping one in on the 
show table. . 

In connection with the exhibition classes at various shows, let me suggest 
to you, who are interested in showing the 100 size class, or real miniatures, that 
you get in touch with your show committee and have them make classes for the 
100s separate from the 200s, even though they may at first have to combine several 
colors in order to make good competition. This combining of colors will soon not 
be necessary when it is known the 100s have their separate classes. Our Long Island 
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show at Farmingdale has always made separate classes for the 100S and at the 
1953 show nearly every color class was well represented. Very few shows do this 
but | am glad to say that the ones that do are on the increase. It is quite unfair 
to expect the face-ups, which are mostly 100s, or any other 100, to compete with 
the larger Peggy Anns, Yellow Birds, Silversides, Statuettes, Smilettes, etc., which 
are the 200s. And furthermore the staging of the 100s and 200s separately improve 
the appearance of the show. 

In this, list of small flowering varieties | have listed a few of the 300 class 
officially classified as medium. These few varieties of 300s have the general 
characteristics of the small varieties but their slightly larger petal size has caused 
them to be classified 300, and even so, many are no larger than some that are 
classified 200. Some of these have previously been classified 200 and visa versa, 
some that were previously in the 300 class are now in the 200. The classified lists as 
published by the New England Gladiolus Society and the North American Glad- 
iolus Council and which lists are official for shows held under their respective rules, 
differ on some varieties as to size and on others as to color. This can be accounted 
for by the fact that some varieties might grow a trifle larger in one locality than 
in another and as for color, some shades of some colors are so close to some shade 
of another color that weather, soil and growing conditions in various sections of 
the country might make just enough difference in the color to make it appear 
different. 

Because of this difference in classification, and where there is a difference, 
I am listing both classification numbers according to their latest published lists. So 
if you plan to exhibit, you will have to inquire under the rules of what society the 
classifications are being used in order to make the proper entry. 

The larger varieties in the 300 classification will be found listed in the other 
section of this catalog.

BLUET (BROWN)—Very light lavender with 
yellow throat well peppered with lavender. 
A little on the smoky side. Blue ribbon winner 
for me in the 280 class. 

BOBBY LYNN—Very rich, velvety, black red 
with a slight touch of white on mid-ribs. 1953 
introduction. 


BONNY—Beautiful clear light salmon with 
small diffused rose blotch and small white 
dart. Very heavily ruffled. Up to 17 buds with 
6 open and 4 showing color. To me one of the 
most beautiful small glads. 


BO PEEP—A small, intensely ruffled buff 
pink with cream throat lightly peppered pink. 
Will open up to 7 with 4 or more in color out 
of 14-15 buds. A real winner. During the past 
year this won a grand championship at a 
Canadian show. Quite an accomplishment for 
a small glad. 


BORDER GEM—A peculiar shade of lavender 
described as lilac lavender blue. Cream and 
yellow throat with throat markings of the 
same shade of lavender. Opens 5 out of 14 or 
15 buds. Won the blue for me at the New 


Jersey State show at Boonton. 1951 intro- 
duction. 
BRAZILIAN BUTTERFLY—Light lavender 


with greenish yellow throat and _ purple 
blotches. An eye catcher. Show propagation 
and heavy demand still keep this in the 
limited class. 


BRIDAL TABLE—Creamy white with lemon 
yellow throat. A very small and very good 
face-up, in fact so small I believe it should be 
classified a 100. Very early. 


BRIGAND—Velvety, very dark red with faint 
white mid-ribs. Opens 5 on a 16 bud spike. 


BRIGHT EYES—A spectacular little face-up. 
Pale yellow with vivid red blotch. Much in 
demand. 
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BRITELITE—Bright orange with clear goldea 
yellow throat. Opens 5 or more on a quite tall 
spike. 

BROWN ORCHID—Brown with darker biotch 
and gold mid-ribs and edging on all petas. 
An unusual color and very popular. 

BURNT ORANGE—Light orange with much 
deeper orange blotches. Small wiry sp’ke. 


CARA MIA—Beautiful rose pink with deeper 
rose marks in throat. Opens 4 and 5 on a 
tall spike. A real old timer that can still win 
a blue ribbon. Quite early. 
CARIOCA—Smoky rose with bright red throat. 
Petals edged with quite a bit of slate. Some- 
what inclined to grow oversized but A. O. C.

CHARLOTTE HELEN BLAIR—Very tall, clear, 
real buff with creamy yellow throat. Rather 
pointed petals. 

CHARMING—Dusty, medium rose with small 
deep rose blotches in a throat diffused with 
cream. Very odd color. Almost a smoky. Some- 
what pointed petals and a face-up. Won Ist 
for me at Boston in special class of all vavie- 
ties of face-ups competing. Very early. 
CHEERIO—Clear wine purple with velvety 
throat. Opens 5 or 6 on a 17 bud spike. An 
excellent and unusual face-up. Stock is scarce. 
Even if you do not care for face-ups I think 
you would like this one. 

CHERIE—Outer petals light rose and inner 
petals a very deep rose. Unusual coloring. Up 
to 16 and 17 buds on a 20 inch flowerh-cai. 
As I see it, the classification should be 261 
instead of 142. Anyway it is another grand 
face-up. 

CHINA DOLL—Cream more or less tinged 
pink with prominent red throat blotches. Lacey 
and ruffled. Excellent in arrangements and 
very much in demand. 


CLAUCARCY—Beautiful shade of light pink 
with cream throat and white mid-ribs. Up 
to 20 buds with as many as 8 open and 5 and 
6 in color. Won highest rating at trial gardens 
and is a consistent winner at the shows. A 
1952 introduction. 


COMET—Golden yellow with feathery red 
blotches. Narrow, lacinated and pointed petals. 
Sometimes hooded. Small, willowy spike. An- 
other good one for arrangements. 


CONCERTINA—Beautiful bright rose pink 
with rose feather in cream throat. Slightly 
ruffled. Up to 14 buds with 4 or 5 open. At- 
tractive. 


CONNIE GAL—Rose red outer petals with 
purplish blue throat and white mid-ribs. A 
unique color combination and one that can 
win a blue ribbon. 
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COPERNICUS—Deep orange flecked with a 
deeper shade and with bright orange yellow 
throat. Opens 4 with 4 in color on _ nice 
straight spikes. One of the earliest. 


CORAL BELLS—Very light scarlet, or coral, 
with deep yellow or light orange throat with 
dots. Very small florets on tall willowy spikes, 
Many times a minner in the regular class and 
often winner of the smallest floret. One 
customer reports winning 5 first and in 3 
shows the smallest floret. 


CORSAGE—Cream with all petals more or less 
edged and marked with light rose and with 
darker rose feather. Long, needlepoint petals, 
scalloped and lacinated. Opens 5 and 6 florets 
of exceptionally good substance. An oddity. 
Outstanding for corsage work. 


COY CONNIE—Very heavily ruffled medium 
pink with cream throat and a slight rose 
feather. Opens 6 to 8. A beauty. 
CRINKLETTE—Deep orange with deep cream 
throat and red feather. Beautifully ruffled. The 
ancestor of most ruffled varieties. 


CUPID—A quite heavily ruffled, waxy white. 
Opens up to 6. Very beautiful. 
CURLETTE—Yellow with orange tint. Very 
ruffled with pointed petals. A fine pastel ex- 
cellent for arrangements. 


CUTIE (Kunderd)—Light rose pink with con- 
spicuous deep rose throat. Attractive face-up. 


CUTIE (Robinson)—A seedling of the above 
CUTIE introduced in 1952. I can see no differ- 
ence between these two, even though they are 
classified differently. A face-up. Stock of this 
is still small.

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ODELLIA—Very clear, sparkling, deep orange 
or salmon with very attractive, clear, cream 
blotch. A rare item. Opens 4 or 5 hooded 
florets on a dainty spike, which is fine for 
arrangements. 


OLD SOUTH—Smoky old rose with small 
deeper blotch diffused with cream. Opens 5 on 
a 15 bud spike and is a hard one to beat on 
the show table. Very popular and stock is 
not plentiful. 


OLIVE MARIE BROWN—Beautiful blending 
of deep yellow and orange. Opens up to 6 
florets on 14-15 bud spikes. Good on the show 
table and in a vase. 


ORANGE BUTTERFLY—Bright medium 
orange with bright yellow throat which has a 
slight trace of red in it. This can really open 
up the florets, 8 to 10 of them, and is a hard 
one to beat. Rather late. Much in demand. 


ORANGE DELIGHT—Suffusion of dark and 
light orange with bright red orange throat 
blotch. Lacinated and very pointed petals. A 
small one that is very colorful and excellent 
for arrangements. 


ORANGETOWN-—Clear,, bright, medium 
orange with deeper feather in a lighter throat. 
Up to 9 open and 4 in color on 18 bud spikes. 
A stretchy one. 


ORANGE TWEEDLE—Rich orange with rose 
lines in a gold throat. A different Orange and 
a good one. 7 or 8 florets open on a 16 bud 
spike. 


ORCHID SPRAY—Not a small glad but its 
orchid like characteristics induce me to list it 
here. Very delicate lavender with cream 
throat lightly peppered light lavender. Long, 
slightly ruffled, and pointed petals, 12-14 four 
inch florets on small wiry spikes. 


OSAGE—A beautiful clear scarlet with slightly 
deeper throat and mid-ribs. Opens 5 to 7 on 
15 to 18 bud spikes. A hard one to beat in the 
tough scarlet class. Very dependable, 


PALE MOON—Very clean, pale yellow or 
cream. Not a color mark on it. Opens 4 with 
4 more in color on spikes up to 16 buds. Early 
and very good. 

PARMA VIOLET—Medium blue with a much 
deeper blotch edged creamy white. 5 or 6 open 
florets on spikes up to 16 buds. This 1952 in- 
troduction bids fair to take its place at the 
top of its class. Stock is still very scarce. 


PATTY BERG—Deep rose suffused with white 
and with silver edging. A grand color com- 
bination and very small. Much in demand 
for arrangements as well as show. 


PEASANT MAID—Clear, very deep rose, 
slightly darker in throat. Opens 6 to 7 with 
4 or 5 in color on 16-17 bud spikes. Very 
straight and a good contender in the strong 
rose class. Although a 1950 introduction not 
much stock is yet available. 
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PEGGY ANN—Bright pink with fine lavender 
markings on a full creamy white throat. 
Opens 5 and 6 triangular shape or butterfly 
florets on spikes up to 18 buds. Here is one 
of the greatest contenders for high honors. 
Won ist for me at Farmingdale. 


PERI—Medium pink with cream throat. Tiny, 
slightly ruffled, fairy like florets with lacin- 
ated and pointed petals. Opens 4-5 small flor- 
ets on 14-16 bud spikes. 


36 PERKY—A grand scarlet with brighter throat. 
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A fine later scarlet will open 5 or 6 and win 
its full share of ribbons. A real perky one. 


PETALS OF EIGHT—Pale yellow with red 
throat scratches. An oddity with 8 petals for 
each floret. Good for the hybridizer as well 
as for those who like the unusual. 


PETER PAN—Heavily ruffled, deep orange- 
pink with deeper orange mark in a lighter 
throat. Will open as many as 8 on spikes up 
to 15-17 buds. A flashy one and one of which 
I never have enough. 

PICCOLO—Creamy white with purplish red 
throat, Very small florets on tall willowy 
spikes. A very spectacular face-up. Excellent 
for corsages and especially good for arrange- 
ments. It can alSo win in the show. Was both 
ist and 2nd at Boston. 

PINK BUTTERFLY—Very light pink with 
creamy yellow throat and diffused yellow and 
crimson blotches. A pleasing combination. A 
different pink. 


PINK RIBBON—Beautiful bright pink with 


2 rose pepper or stippling in a cream throat. 


5 and 6 open florets, nicely placed on tall slender 
spikes of 17-18 buds make this a real contender. 
Won 1st for me at Farmingdale and was also 
a Blue Ribbon winner at Boston. 


_PINKIE—Hardly a small glad and still not 


a large one. Beautiful shade of light medium 
pink with strawberry feather in throat. 5 and 6 
(314”-3%,") florets open on a 16 bud spike 
with a 22 inch flowerhead. A different pink 
and a beauty. One from New Zealand. Very 
likely not found in any other catalog. 
PINKIE DOT—Soft pink with a very full 
creamy throat. Very dainty face-up with as 
many as 16 small 114” florets on very straight 
spikes. Quite early. 

PINOCHIO—A blend of orange, pink and yel- 
low with slight reddish feather, Opens 5-6 
ruffled florets on 16-17 bud spikes. A novelty 
you should have. 

PIROUETTE—Attractive deep salmon with 
yellow throat heavily peppered rose. Six quite 
ruffled florets open on 16-17 bud spikes. 1952 
introduction.

Opens 4 with 6 more in color on a 15 bud 
spike. 

SCARMIN—Clear, light medium red with 
slightly darker mid-ribs. All florets open or 
in color at once. 14-15 florets on 19-20 inch 
flowerheads. A beautiful bright red. 

SEA FOAM—Very light cream with more 
cream in throat. Somewhat pointed petals and 
a very clear color. Opens about 4 of 15 buds 
on a nice spike. 

SERGEANT DON —A nice, rather deep buff 
with considerable rose markings in throat and 
nicely ruffled. This is sometimes described 
as autumn shades, A nice one for the A. O. C. 
Class. 


SHAWMUT—A nice scarlet with deep velvety 
red blotches. Light mid-ribs in the blotch add 
to the individuality of this fine red. A good 
later variety. 

SILVERSIDES—Bright deep rose with silvery 
reflexes. Opens up to 7 on tall spikes of 17-18 
buds. Has been a consistent winner for me 
over the years and I note many other firsts 
to its credit. Won 1st for me this year at 
both Haddonfield and Farmingdale. 
SMILETTE—This is a wonderful little glad. 
Old rose with deeper rose markings on a 
yellow throat. Opens up to 6 very ruffled 
florets on a nice 15 bud spike. Something dif- 
ferent and one of our favorites. 
SNAPDRAGON—Clear, creamy yellow throat 
with bright red border. Pointed petals and 
slightly lacinated. Unusual and attractive. 
SNOW BABY—Pure white with small wiry 
stem.

STARLET—Beautiful, absolutely clear snowy 
white, nicely ruffled. Opens 5 on a tall, wiry 
spike. Very often a winner and excellent for 
arrangements. Very much in demand. 
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STARLIGHT—White with rose tint, cream 
throat and rose feather. Open 6 on 15-16 bud 
spikes. 1952 introduction. 


STARTLING—Light, slightly smoky, lavender 
rose with cream throat and feathery blotches. 
(At times has been classified smoky) A very 
odd color and hard to describe. Long, pointed 
petals, slightly lacinated and ruffled. I never 
seem to have enough of this. 
STATUETTE—Beautiful medium yellow with 
diffused purple red blotch, 6 or 7, and some- 
times more, heavily ruffled florets open on 
spikes up to 20 buds. Very colorful, very 
popular, and one of the strongest contenders 
for top honors. Very early. 

SUB DEB—An excellent, absolutely pure white 
little glad. Opens 4-5 with as Many more in 
color on nice, straight, slender spikes. An old- 
er variety that can still win its share of 
ribbons. 

SULPHUR FRILLS—Cream (almost light yel- 
low) with rose mid-ribs and a bit of fine 
pepper in back of throat. 5 or 6, and sometimes 
7, quite ruffled fiorets open on spikes up to 
18 buds. Produces some of the best spikes in 
my garden. This was introduced 30 years ago 
and cannot be overlooked. 

SUNSET —Salmon orange blending to a yellow 
throat with salmon red stippling. A beautiful 
blend of colors much resembling a sunset. 


TANGELO—Rich orange with bright golden 
yellow throat. Opens 6-7 on 16-17 bud spikes 
with most of remaining buds in color. Tall 
spikes. 


TAPESTRY—Very rich, clear, reddish purp'e. 
Lightly frilled, triangular shaped florets on 
small wiry stems. A grand purple. Won Ist 
for me at Boston. 


TAURUS—Distinct, fine, velvety purple with 
darker throat. Even though this has been 
around for over 25 years it is still considered 
by many to be the best in its class. And it 
still is often a blue ribbon winner. 


THE EMIR—Smoky old rose overlaid violet 
with diffused rose and cream blotch. Very 
unusual coloring and floret formation. Long, 
narrow and pointed petals that make the 
floret appear larger than it is. 


THE ORCHID—Light lavender with dark 
markings in a cream throat. Lacinated, ruffled, 
and pointed petals make this a good imitation 
of an orchid. Excellent for corsages. 


THOMAS E. WILSON—Deep salmon or pink 
with full creamy yellow throat. A nice face-up 
that will open 5 (rather unusual for a face-up) 
and often wins the blue. Early. 


TINY ROSE—Small medium rose with deep 
rose blotch which is diffused and edged with 
cream. Opens 5 dainty florets on a nice spike. 
An excellent little one that nearly always 
wins in its own class and often wins over 
larger ones when competing with them. 
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TINY TIM—Creamy white with slight laven- 
der tinge and a suffusion of lavender in a 
deeper cream throat. Will open up to 10 on 
tall spikes with as many as 18 buds. Produces 
a lot of excellent show spikes. 

TINY YELLOW—Tiny florets of bright, real 
yellow with red throat. A face-up that can 
compete for smallest floret honors. A 1951 
introduction and stock is very scarce. 


TONY BOY—Rose red with striking clean 
white throat, in fact throat petals are just 
barely edged red. Pointed and_lacinated 
petais add to the charm of this attractive 
and colorful variety. Opens about 4 small 
florets on spikes up to 16 buds. A new and 
very popular variety. 


TRICOLOR—Deep pansy violet with ivory 
throat and deep ruby or bright purple blotches. 
An unusual color that comes near to red, 
white and blue. This is a 200 class glad for 
me. 


TUNIA’S SNOWBALL—Beautiful, nicely 
ruffled white with a slight touch of cream in 
throat. A 300 classification but florets are only 
slightly over the 200 size. 


TWEEDLEDEE—An odd suffusion of red and 
gold. Gold edges and gold throat. Opens 5 and 
6 on excellent spikes. One of the very popular 
tweedles and very often wins the blue. 


TWEEDLEDUM—Deep rose with yellow 
throat prominently feathered deep rose. An 
unusual combination of colors. To us it will 
always be “Funnyface”, the name given it by 
our granddaughter. Many times a winner. 


TWINKLES—Deep orange salmon with full 
yellow throat and slight reddish feather (al- 
most a yellow with wide border of salmon). 
Opens up to 6 small, heavily ruffled florets 
on a 15 bud spike. Narrow, pointed petals. A 
real stunner. 


VERMILLION BRILLIANT—Brilliant scarlet 
with deeper throat. Long, pointed and lacin- 
ated petals. Opens 4 on a small wiry spike. 
Something different. 


VIOLA—WNice lavender with deep rose or pur- 
ple blotch and small white darts. Opens 4 on 
12-15 bud spikes. Very attractive. 


VIOLA DOT—Very clear violet face-up. Flor- 
ets are long and look large but actually meas- 
ure only 2%”. Opens 5 and 6 on spikes up to 
50 buds, unusual in this type of glad. 1951 
introduction. 


VIVID—Small, vivid, clear scarlet. Rightly 
named. Opens about 4 on 12-14 bud spikes and 
its fine color makes it very useful for arrange- 
ment work. You will like it. 


WALLFLOWER—A blend of brown and sal- 
mon with red blotches on a yellow throat and 
with quite a spot of chartreuse showing on 
back of petals. Very odd and surely some- 
thing different. Stock is small. 
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WEDDING CAKE—Very small, snowy-white 
face-up. Opens 4 tiny florets on spikes up to 15 
and 16 buds (quite unusual for face-ups). In 
my opinion the outstanding white face-up. 
Won 1st for me at Boonton. 

WEDDING DAY—A waxy, pure white face-up 
with long, lacinated and somewhat ruffled 
petals. A floret of entirely different appearance 
from any other variety which makes it most 
useful for corsage, wedding, and arrangement 
work. This is not an exhibition variety as 
flowerheads are not long but do have plenty 
florets which open well and do exceed the 
200 size classification given it. For special uses 
be sure to try this. 


WEDGWOOD-—Rich, live lavender with promi- 
nent cream throat and nicely ruffled florets. 
One of the most beautiful glads grown and 
extremely popular. 

WHITE BUTTERFLY—Excellent white with 
soft cream throat. After 30 years on the mar- 
ket this is still in the running with 5 open on 
a 15 bud spike. 


WHITEHALL—Pure white, Another old one, 
probably not to be found on any other list. 


WHITE LACE—Snow white with ivory throat. 
Not a color mark on it. Extremely heavily 
ruffled, waxy florets that are very beautiful. 
Sometimes short stems, but you will still want 
ils 

WHITE QUEEN—Fine white sport of Queen 
of Bremen. Opens 4 with 4 in color on fine, 
wiry spikes of 15 buds. Considered by some 
as the top small white. 


WHITE RAYS—Another worth while, good, 
pure white on a tall, wiry spike. 


WHITE RIBBON—Beautiful, absolutely pure 
white. Opens 5 or 6 slightly ruffled florets on 
a tall spike of 16 buds. A strong contender in 
the large white class. 


WHITE SATIN—A very small and very popu- 
lar pure cream white with white stamens and 
pistil. A face-up. Very good for weddings, ar- 
rangements, etc. 


WHITE TWEEDLE—White with violet rose 
plume. One of the few blotched, small varieties. 
This has long been one of my favorites. A 
customer reports 3 firsts on single spike and 
one on 3 spike entries during the past season. 


WHITE WINGS—Pure white with lavender 
darts in throat. Long, pointed, and lacinated 
petals. Opens 4 on nice long spikes of 13-14 
buds. Very attractive and dainty. 


WILL SCARLET—Beautiful, small clear scar- 
let. Opens 4 grand florets on a nice spike. An 
old one with a stand out color, that should be 
in every garden of small ones. 

WINTER CARNIVAL—Creamy white with 
quite an edging of rosy pink on all petals. A 
very attractive face-up which is very much in 
demand. 
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WISP—Small, very light pink with slight rose 
feather in a cream throat. Long, very pointed, 
lacinated petals on small, wiry spikes make 
this ideal for arrangements. 
WOODBURY—Creamy white with soft rose 
markings in throat. A dainty face-up with 
small, needlepointed petals. Produces few bulb- 
lets and so not much stock. Don’t miss the 
chance to get this one. 


WOOD FAIRY—Cream with rose tinge and 
markings at edge of petals and with small 
carmine throat blotches. About 4 beautiful, 
small florets open on nice willowy spikes of 
14-15 buds. Very dainty. Classification on this 
has just been changed from 107 to 207, but for 
me it always has been definitely in the 100 
class. Won 1st for me at Haddonfield, Farming- 
dale and Boonton. 


WYUNA—Mauve with very full cream throat 
which is just edged mauve. One from New 
Zealand and very little stock of it, 


XANTHIA--Bright, medium orange with red 
markings in a lighter throat. 4-5 nice, small 
florets open on a slender, wiry spike of 13-14 
buds. This is a dainty one from New Zealand 
and not to be confused with the large 410 
variety of XANTHIA by Hatch. 


YELLOW BIRD—Clear, medium yellow with 
no markings. Opens up to 10 on spikes up to 
18 buds. A vivid and beautiful yellow. Makes 
wonderful spikes and is a great winner. One 
of the best of all small glads. 


YELLOW RIBBON—Very clean, vivid, light 
yellow. Another good one and excellent for 
the show table as this one also likes to open 
up the florets, making it a stiff competitor. 
Won ist for me at Farmingdale in a very hot 
class. 

YELLOW SEA—Nice, clear, bright yellow, a 
bit darker in throat. Up to 16 buds on tall, 
strong growing spikes. A 1951 introduction, 


ZAMPA—Light medium red with narrow but 
distinct edging of cream and with gold mid- 
ribs. Distinctly different from Atom, Gilt Edge 
or Kewpie. Another one of those new intro- 
ductions of 30 years ago which is well worth 
having. Very little stock of it to be had. 


ZONA—Deep pink with attractive, diffused 
rose blotches on a yellow throat. A very pleas- 
ing combination. Opens 5 beautiful florets on 
a nice spike. Here is another small variety 
which has the distinction of having won a 
Grand Championship, a feat seldom achieved 
by the small ones. This was at a Canadian 
show.

These will NOT be 
labeled as to variety and they will not be just a few varieties of mostly two or 
three colors as is many times the case. In making up these mixtures it is not 
possible to include as many varieties in the special mixtures as in the General 
Small Flowered one, in which I will use all types and where | use at least 40, and 
usually more, varieties. In the special mixtures the number of varieties must 
necessarily have to be much less as only a few varieties qualify for each of those 
particular collections. 


I do not grow or have ready mixed bulbs, but make the mixtures for each order 
separately after order is received. If there is any color you do not like, just tell 
me and [| will gladly leave it out, however, the selection of varieties must be left 
to me. These are the same bulbs you would buv if you ordered by name only at 
a much lower price, since individual packing takes time and costs money. 


I have sold a great many of these General Small Flowered mixtures each 
year and have received many compliments. Many tell me that they and their 
friends have never seen anything like them. The Special Mixtures are being 
offered this year for the first time.
